FERA TO PROCEED 
WITH HOMESTEADS 
DESPITE MGARL 


Tentative Approval An- 
nounced for 50 Rural 
Projects in Face of 
Comptroller’s “No.” 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—(#)— 
In the face of a ruling by Comptrol- 
ler General J. R. McCarl that such 
use of relief funds is illegal, the re- 
lief administration today announced 
tentative approval of a 50 rural-inr 
dustrial communities for the destitute 
unemployed. 

The FERA also made public a sig- 
nificant statement of policy written 
recently by Harry I.. Hopkins, the 
relief administrator, to one of his 
nides, 

“I want to see the number of rural 
industrial communities multiplied as 
rapidly as our united forces are able 
to preceed on a sound basis,” said 
the Hopkins memorandum, 

“Through such communities” we 
should evolve a combination of indus- 
trial employment § and subsistence 
farming that will provide social and 
economic security to thousands of 
families now residing in overcrowded 
‘urban centers.”

Commodity credit corporations 
loans to corn and cotton farmers ag- 
gregated $200,000,000, more than 
$160,000,000 of the total being for cot- 
ton.

Her 
son by a former marriage, Frank Al- 
stin:, 3, was shot through the head, 
and their infant daughter, Sabre, was 
shot in the mouth. 

Sheriff Sam Drinkard said two pis- 
tols were found.in‘the bedroom, both 
of which had been fired. An auto- 
matic was found in a closet, and a 
revolver was under the bed. 

Sheriff Drinkard, who assisted Cor- 
oner C, Hickman in'the preliminary 
investigation, said the inquest would 
be held Tuesday after an effort had 
been made to identify fingerprints 
sent to Selma, Ala., this afternoon. 
wife ‘had been mar- 
ried less than two years, the sheriff 
said.

Japan Will Expand 


Pacific Air Service 


TOKYO, Nov. 25.—(#)—Japan is 
preparing to hurl southward, like 
huge grappling hooks, thousands of 
miles of airplanes to fasten her Pa- 
cific island possessions and mandates 
more firmly to the homeland. 

T'wo naval aviators who sailed re- 
cently from Yokohama are now sur- 
veving the route between Saipan and 
Palau, using a seaplane of 1,200-mile 
cruising radius. Their arrival was 
prepared for by establishment of 
meteorological observatories and radio 
stations at Saipan, Palau and Truk. 

The Japanese hope to link this in- 
ter-island service later with Japan 
proper in an air service from Tokyo 
to Saipan by way of the Bonin 
islands. An appropriation to subsi- 
dize this new route was contained in 
the government’s 1935-36 budget just 
completed. ‘

by administration economic advisers. 

The memorandum suggested that 

. bid the 
principles back of the housing pro- 
proce might be used to good effect 
in ‘encouraging re-employment through 
stimulating private credit in many 
other lines of endeavor. 

Specifically, however, — it proposed 
that an agency, similar in many re- 
spects to the housing administration, 

set up to insure loans to industry 
for plant modernization. 

For such loans, it suggested that 
character be emphasized rather than 
a rigid adherence to collateral require- 
ments. It was argued that if men were 


they déserved capital purely on eco- 
nomic grounds regardless of the paper 
they mien havg in their safe deposit 
xes, ' 
‘No estimate was made of the 
amount of money that might be put 
at the work of plant modernization 
but the re-employment capabilities of 
such a program were described as 
comparable to those of the housing 
program. 

The advantages of the use of such 
principles were outlined as: 

1. Providing a lever through govern- 
ment funds to pry into circulation 
private money and credit. 

2. Obtaining such a lever through 
the use of limited government funds, 
rather than having the government 
bear the entire cost itself. 

3. Federal insurance of the excess 
risk due to the depression. 

4. Focusing. the government spend- 
ing activity upon one spot—such as 
the mortgage muney market in the case 
of housing—rather than having to 
spread federal funds over the entire 
field. , 

5. Low cost administration. 

6. Organization of private empl 
ers to provide a readjustment =z 
dustry. 

7. Obtaining a final result that 
would fit in with the normal.lines of 
the flow of industry so that the work 
would not have to be undone after the 
emergency was over.

FUTURE OF INSUL 
SHROUDED BY U.S. 


Federal Authorities Si- 
lent on Further Prose- 
cution of Ex-Magnate. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 24.—(#)—Federal 
authorities maintained silence regard- 
ing plans for further prosecution of 
Samuel Insull today as congratula- 
tions showered on the former power 
ezar for his speedy acquittal on mail 
fraud charges. 

District Attorney Dwight H. Green, 
who led the prosecution forces in their 
unsuccessful attempt to convict Insull 
and his 16 former business associates, 


commented cpisply : 

“I have nothing to 
time.” 

“This is the beginning of my rin- 
dication,” the senior Insull had ex- 
claimed yesterday after the acquittal. 
But still facing him—and several of 
his 15 co-defendants in the case just 
ended—are federal indictments charg- 
ing the fraudulent transfer of assets 
of the Corporation Securities Com- 
pany. Also state court indictments 
charge Insull himself with embezzling 
$66, from the Middle West Utili- 
ties Company, his former main hold- 
ing concern. 

Attorneys said the state embezzle- 
ment charges against his younger 
brother, Martin Insull, extradited 
from Canada, would be called in crim- 
inal court tomorrow, but trial would 
not start until December 3. 

It had been originally planned to 
begin Martin’s trial tomorrow. He is 
accused of embezzling $314,000 from 
Middle West’s treasury in an effort 
to save his personal fortune. 

Prior to yesterday’s setback to the 
government, Marshall E. Sampsell, a 
former Insull associate, won acquittal 
in a state court last August on a 
charge of embezzling stock from the 
treasury of the Central Public Serv- 
ice Company, of Illinois, of which he 
was president. 

But, unmindful of future develop- 
ments, the elder Insull today enjoyed 
some of his happiest hours, 

Congratulations by telephone and 
telegram poured in all day to his 
small apartment in the Seneca hotel, 
where he rested with his wife and 
Samuel Jr. . 

Visitors by the score trooped to his 
quarters and the 75-year-old host 
greeted them all personally.

There was nothing in the testimony 
to substantiate the charges of Butler 
and the news stories of French that 
the former marine had been selected 
and approached to organize a fascist 
government to “save the country from 
the communists.”

Urged by Hutchins Group 


NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—(#)—The 
United States must take a vigorous 
leadership in hastening world-wide re- 
covery by promoting foreign trade, the 
Hutchins commission on international 
economic relations recommends in its 
report, published tomorrow. 

“It should,” the commission says, 
“by action as rapid and’ dramatic as 
possible endeavor to reverse the trend 
toward economic isolation.” 

To relieve “the distrust and tension 
now prevailing in the world,” the com- 
mission proposes drastic changes in 
American political and economic pol- 
icy, including: 

Repeal of the Johnson act, forbid- 
ding loans to countries in default; 

Adherence to the World Court; 

Placing of oriental immigration on 
a non-discriminatory basis; immediate 
settlement of the war debts; 

The removal of tariffs in all cases 
in which no serious addition to unem- 
ployment would result; and 

Delegation of power to the “tariff 
commission, by congress, to change 
tariff rates, subject to congressional 
veto. 

Internally, the commission ‘“recog- 
nizes the present necessity for funda- 
mental readjustments in American 
agriculture and feels that the poli- 
cies now applied by the department 
of agriculture should be continued 
long enough to determine their prac- 
tical value.” 

Under the classification, ‘Political 
Measures,” the commission says: 

“International economic relations 
cannot be greatly improved until the 
distrust and tension now prevailing 
in the world are relieved. Therefore, 
we recommend that our government 
adopt the following measures: 

“1. Continued participation in the 
disarmament conference, co-operation 
with the League of Nations in such 
of its activities as cannot involve us 
in European conflicts, and adherence 
to the World Court. . . 

“2. Continuance of the present pol- 
icy in South America and the Carib- 
OOS >. 45-6 

‘3. Immediate withdrawal from the 
Philippines on terms that will pro- 
tect their economic life from injury 
by American tariffs. 

“4, Placing of oriental.immigration 
on a non-discriminatory basis. 

“5, Repeal of the Johnson act. 

“6. Immediate settlement of the war

Decoration Received 
After 24 Years’ Lapse 


NEWPORT, R. I., Nov. 25.—(P) 
Admiral William B. Caperton,. 78, 
the navy’s ranking retired admiral, 
was in receipt today of a decoration 
conferred on him by a foreign gov- 
ernment 25 years ago.

PROPAGANDA PLAN 
OF UTILITIES BARED 


$1,312,264 Spent for Edu- 
cation in Guise of Good 
Will, Report Avers. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—(/)—A 
report asserting that utilities sought 
to “mold the thoughts and beliefs of 
the present and future generations” 
through propaganda in schools was 
submitted to the senate today by the 
federal trade commission. 

This was the third section of the 
commission’s report on its six-year 
utility inquiry. It said that expendi- 
tures of $1,312,264 for the “good-will 
campaign” had been disclosed. 

Adding to its previous findings that 
utilities had attempted to influence 
the press, the commission, in its new- 
est statement, said: 

“Another great opinion-forming body 
of the country is composed of educa- 
tors and their students. 

“The record in this investigation 
discloses that the framers of the good- 
will campaign for the utility industries 
clearly understood the importance of 
this factor in shaping opinion, and 
carefully and comprehensively planned 
to make the most of it. 

“The utility program for educators 
and schools from kindergarten to ani- 
versity was designed to mold the 
thoughts and beliefs of the present 
afid future generations in conformity 
with the utility interests. 

a Pupils in Schools. 

It was stated that the ‘privately 
owned public utilities are getting at 
the very fundamentals of public un- 
derstanding and good will—the pupils 
in the schools’ who go to ‘all parts 
of the state and become ‘leaders in 
their respective communities,’ where 
they become the next voters, 

“Since students carry information 
home to their parents, the school teach- 
ing 1s not confined to the pupils. but 
actually extends ‘from the cradle to 
the grave,’ as the boast was made. 
Through the children the utilities build 
for the future while at the same time 
vet influence the thinking of the par- 
ents.” 

$1,312,264 for “Education.” 
oe a said its record 
showed tota ucational expenditures 
of $1.312,264.77. which : included 
$500,000 set aside by the National 

Electric Light Association to finance 
a “national home lighting contest and 
$454.365 In payments to educationa] 
institutions.” It added the total ex- 
penditure probably was larger than 
shown. ° : 

The report said these expenditures 
and the campaign of the utilities and 
teachers were not based primarily on 
any ‘desire to aid the general educa- 
tion of the youth of the country, as 
frankly admitted” by a witness. 

‘The campaign for theymolding the 
thought of the youth of the nation into 
harmony with the program of the pri- 
vately owned utilities,” the commis- 
sion said, “was not the work of any 
over-zealous utilities executive ... but 
appeared to be the culmination of a 
definitely thought out and advocated 
plan for nation-wide activity.” 

The report said large sums of money 
were spent by the industry in the sup- 
port and maintenance in educational 
institutions of endowments for re- 
search, scholarships and fellowships, 
since the industry was thereby “of- 
fered x broad avenue for employing 
the facilities of a university with al]

Fatalities from automobile acci- 
dents in the United States this year 
show an increase of approximately 
16 per cent over last year, accord- 
ing to a survey Just completed by 
the Travelers’ Life Insurance Com- 
pany. 

Up.to November 1 more than 
48,000 persons had been killed and 
740,000 injured in 600,000 motor 
car accidents of various kinds. if 
the same ratio is maintained for the 
last two months of the year, this 
year’s deaths will reach a total of 
36,000—an increase of 3,000 over 


last year. 

Most of this staggering loss in 
life, limb and property is prevent- 
able. It is estimated that 10 per

The Strangest Story. 


Some magazine asked me the other 
day to tell the strangest story I ever 
heard or the strangest experience I 
ever had. Of the strange experience 
I will tell you some other day. It

The world knows about that re- 
treat. It forms the subject-matter 
of the last chapter of Lawrence’s 
great book, “Revolt in the Desert.” 
The Turks finally broke and streamed 
by Allenby’s 
planes and harassed by Lawrence's 
wild Ambic cavalry, who cut into 
the retreating column to massacre 
with the frenzy born of revenge. But 
the Germans. held firm. Nothing like 
it has ever been seen in the annals 
of military history, Lawrence admits. 
They were foul with disease. They 
saw their comrades drop by the way- 
side. They were attacked, but they 
never wavered and yet had no hope 
of ever seeing Germany again. At 
last, when they had reached Damas- 
cus, they were treacherously massa- 
cred by the Arabs in the gardens 
around the city. Only a few escaped. 
Our two legionnaires were amongst 
the few who had made their getaway. 
Then they had reached Germany and 
finally had joined the French For- 
eign Legion. 

“IT swear,” said the

_An author’s agent generally is 
either an old preliminary boy of the 
writing industry, such as a pulp fic- 
tioneer, o soon made up his mind 
that he couldn’t break into the slick- 
aper publications, or someone who 
earned the practical details of the 
business as office boy in a publishin 
house. Or maybe he was a theatrica 
tailor with a habit of hanging around 
a restaurant frequented by agents and 
writers, who took on a couple of prom- 
ising writéfs as a sideline and pres- 
ently developed a stable. 

The big magazines receive a con- 
stant flow of contributions from free 
lance or unattached authors but most 
of this material is pretty bad. So 
they have to keep buyers on their pay 
rolis to circulate around the hangouts 
of writers and agents and buy pieces 
with which to dress up the table of 
contents and the cover. They buy 
names, to be sure. But, as a general 
thing, an author’s name stands for a 
certain degree of quality in the story 
just as the names of distinguished 
prizefighters usually signify something 
to the customers, if any, of Madison 
Square Garden.

FRANCE PREPARES FOR WAR 
IN HOPE OF PREVENTING IT 
PARIS, Nov. 25.—(#)—F rance, it 

was apparent today, is getting ready 

for war in the hope of preventing it 
by a mighty show of armed force and 
political power. 

The danger of conflict growing out 
of cooling friendships and rising na- 
tionalist animosities among nations 
is clearly seen by French leaders whose 
talk of “menaces,” particularly in the 
direction of Chancellor Hitler, has 
become unusually outspoken. 

In a self-imposed role as defenders 
of the peace, the French have mingled 
words of confidence at Europe’s sta- 
bility with warnings to guard against 
attack. . : 

Germany’s alleged rearmament is 
considered the greatest menace by the 
French, whose enmities of 20 years ago 
remain unhealed. France, consequent- 
ly, is trying to avert a new “catas- 
trophe” by arms and diplomatic under- 
standings. 

France is enlarging her drmy, sta- 
tioning her armaments and rebuilding 
her air forces in a vast modernization 
program. Second, she is seeking to 
bring England closer. fe 

She also has been in negotiation 
with Russia, the aid of whose army 
against Germany in case of attack has 
been declared to have been offered. 


STUDENT DISORDERS SHAKE 
CENTRAL EUROPEAN SCENE 

BERLIN. Nov. 25.—(#)—Student 
disorders in the Czech and German 
universities at Praha, reportedly in- 
spired partly by anti-German elements 
of Czecheslovakia, coupled with Chan- 
cellor Hitler’s reception of two French 
veterans last week, shook Germany 
from the detached isolation with which 
she has sought to view international 
maneuvers until after the Saar plebis- 
cite. 
Since this Sunday was a national 
civilian memorial day in Germany, 
newspapers were publishing war pic- 
tures and reviving the Hitler cry, 
“Germany wants peace!” ; 

“Tf France and Germany come to 
an understanding the nightmare will 
disappear,” Hitler said. This phrase 
of his was widely published. 

Hitler was said to have reiterated 
his peaceful intentions to the French 
veterans whom he received, but was 
allegedly misquoted in the press of 
Paris, resulting in the “Franco-Rus- 
sian maneuver.” 

Excepting in the Saar, where Ger- 
many was proceeding cautiously lest a 
misstep jeopardize the plebiscite vote 
which pro-Hitlerites are confident will 
be for a return to Germany, Berlin’s 
international worries outwardly were 
concerned -~with perfecting more favor- 
able trade arrangements with other 
countries. 


ITALY WILL PLAY ROLE |: 
OF EUROPEAN MEDIATOR 


ROME, Nov. 25.—(4)—It was ap- 
parent today that Italy sees her part 
in the present delicate European situa- 
tion more as that of a mediator than 
as one of the disputing factions. 

It ‘was viewed as a moment de- 
manding careful strategy, and Il Duce 
is playing every card with the utmost 
caution. 

He has held that the first and 
prime requisite is to dispose of the 
ugly state of affairs brought on by the 
Yugoslav charges against Hungary, 
and while showing pronounced friend- 
ship for Hungary, he is seeking to 
avoid polemics with Yugoslavia.

It is feared here that such a break 
would force France to choose be- 
tween the little entente and Italy, 
and there was no assurance she would 
throw away her present allies for an 
understanding with Rome. 

Furthermore, Italy believes that so 
long as there is a chance for a solid 
front of three parties, that chance is 
worth courting. 

There is no tendency here to over- 
look the seriousness of the present 
European situation, but it is not 
considered as bad as some picture it. 


SPAIN TAKING STEPS 
TO STRENGTHEN DEFENSE 


_ Assassin-Suspect To France 


Court’s Action Taken To 
Prevent Possible Breach 
in Franco-Italian Rela- 
tionship. 


ROME, Nov. 25—(/)—The court 
of appeals at Turin, according to re- 
liable information today from legal 
circles in Rome, has denied the ap- 
plication of France for the extradi- 
tion of Ante Pevelich, alleged leader 
of a gang which planned the assas- 
sination of King Alexander, of Yugo- 
slavia. 

The court similarly is reported to 
have denied the application for extra- 
dition of Dr. Egon Kvaternik, a lieu- 
tenant of Pavelich. 

The extradition proceedings were 
watched with interest by many gov- 
ernments, because of possible impor- 
tant political developments. 

The crux of the problem is the fact 
that Pavelich, alleged by three pris- 
oners in France to have headed the 
assassination plot, lived for at least 
a year or more in Italy. He was a 
Croatian refugee. Italy gave him 
asylum and assistance. 

The point, therefore, is: If PaveTich 
hatched the assassination plot, he 
must have done so on Italian soil, 
when he was countermanded and al- 
legedly given financial assistance b 
the’ Italian government. 

When Italy found herself suddenly 
faced with the French demand for 
the arrest of Pavelich she was in a 
dilemma. 

She arrested Pavelich and Kvater- 
nik, and Italian detectives, sent espe- 
cially from Rome, proceeded to ques- 
tion them to ascertain their possible 
connection with the plot. 

A French detective, Royere, came 
down to Turin to see the prisoners. 
The Italian authorities denied him 
permission to see them. 

If extradition were requested and 
Italy granted it, the French police 
might get statements from Pavelich 
that would lead the world to believe 
the plot was conceived on Italian soil 
when Pavelich was more or less a 
guest of Italy. Yugoslav resentment 
would be certain. 


If Italy did not grant it, some na- 
tions would allege she was conceal- 
ing something. When days and weeks 
passed, without the formal request, 
diplomats began to believe Paris and 
Rome had been successful in an ef- 
fort to let the matter drop. 

In the meantime, however, the Lit- 
tle Entente published the communique 
asking that the investigation into the 
assassination of King Alexander he 
pursued more vigorously. Diplomatic 
circles think Yugoslavia insisted that 
France demand extradition. 

France then faced a problem. She 
could not refuse Yugoslavia without 
estranging an ally and without giv- 
ing Germany an opportunity to fur- 
ther the campaign to bring Yugoslavia 
info the German fold. 

And yet, if she granted Yugoslavia’s 
request and demanded the extradition, 
the resultant disclosures might embit- 
ter relations between Yugoslavia and 
Italy and thereby prevent the much- 
sought-for Franco-Italian rapproche- 
ment. ' 

More than two weeks after the Tur- 
in arrests, France decided in favor of 
Yugoslavia. The French embassy in 
Rome requested: the .extradition. 


ITALY SEES ACCUSATION 

AS NEW THREAT TO PEACE 

MILAN, Italy, Nov. 25.—(>)— 
Through Premier Mussolini’s newspa- 
per Il Popolo d’Italia, Italy today is- 
sued warning that Yugoslavia’s accu- 
sations against Hungary, now before 
the League of Nations, threatens to 
destroy all possibilities of calming 
Europe’s clashing passions. 

An article understood to have been 
inspired by Il Duce himself demand- 
ed immediate discussion of Yugo- 
slavia’s charge that Hungarian au- 
thorities connived with the terrorists 
responsible for assassinating King 
Alexander. 

The paper referred to a report that | 
1,950 Austrian nazis involved in the 
July uprising, who escaped to Yugo- | 
slavia, will be allowed to depart Wed- — 
nesday on a German steamboat, and 
commented : 

“After dwelling for a long time in |

Richberg Is Working on 
Plan for Co-ordination 
of 54 Federal Bodies. 


—_——— 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—(@)— 
A plan to co-ordinate all the 54 fed- 
eral agencies which deal with housing 
arose today out of the controversy 
between Secretary Ickes and James 
A. Moffett. 

The national emergency council, 
headed by Donald R. Richberg, is 
working on the scheme. Moffett, the 
housing administrator, favors it. Ickes 
has not expressed his ideas. 

Both the housing chief and_ the 
PWA boss continued silent on the 
dispute that brought White House in- 
tervention yesterday and the issuance 
of a joint statement blaming others 
for their differences. 

But their basic ideas remained the 
same. Ickes had recommended an 
expanded government housing pro- 
gram. Moffett, who is trying to stim- 
ulate private interests to do the job, 
said that if the Ickes proposal were 
carried to the extent of construction 
of low cost individual homes for sale 
it would wreck the housing act. 

Students of the co-ordination plan 
had found that virtually every gov- 
ernment department and independent 
office handles housing in one form or 
another. Those dealing with it di- 
rectly are the FHA, the Home Own- 
ers Loan Corporation, the Home Loan 
bank, the Federal Savings and Loan 
associations, the public works admin- 


istration, the NRA, the federal emer-|j; 


gency relief administration, the labor 
department, the interior department, 
the Tennessee Valley Authority, the 
farm credit administration, the Elec- 
tric Home and Farm Authority and 
the department of agriculture. 

The treasury looks after construc- 
tion of public buildings and the post- 
office department runs thousands of 
structures in which its officers are 
housed. The war and navy depart- 
ments plan their own housing needs, 
as does virtually every other depart- 
ment and independent office. 

The National Retail Lumber Deal- 
ers’ Association today kept open the 
Ickes-Moffett dispute. It urged the 
latter “to immediately impress upon 
the president the serious results” if 
the Ickes program were adopted.

Four Persons Are Aboard 
Ketch ‘In Distress’ on 
New Jersey Coast. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—(4)}—Seven 
seaplanes skimmed over more than 300 
miles of the Atlantic coast line today 
in a futile search for the ketch Fay- 
away, reported in distress three days 
ago off the New Jersey coast, with 
four persons aboard.

Five coast guard cutters, three of 
them summoned from Norfolk, Va., 
continued the search through the night, 
making hourly reports to the wireless 
base in New York. 

Drew’s auxiliary-motored ketch was 
last seen Thursday morning at 9 a. m. 
by Captain Laverty, of the S. S. 
Mayari, which wirelessed this message 
to the coast guard: . 

“Ketch Fayaway. Hartford. in dis- 
tress off Jersey coast, wants to be 
towed in.” 

The seven seaplanes, four from the 
navy “Hell Diver’ squadron at Floyd 
Bennett field. and two from the coast 
guard station at Cape May, N. 
spent more than two hours in the 
quest. 

All pilots reported that the visibil- 
ity was excellent, and the sea calm, 
although for the past three days the 
area has been’. stormswept several 
times. 

The four naval nlanes. ordered out 
by Rear Admiral Yates Stirling. com- 
mander of the third naval district, 
and Pilot C. J. Young. from Norfolk, 
Va., shuttled north and south from 
Long Island to Barnegat light, New 
Jersey, and out to sea 40 miles. 

The two coast guard ships made 
Barnegat light their northern limit 
and extended their search 60 miles

‘south of Cape May, swinging at times 


100 miles out over the Atlantic. 

Coast guard officials in New York 
said it was possible the ketch had put 
into port somewhere along the coast 
for repairs, but they had no word to 
that effect. 

The cutters pressed into the search 
were the Champlain. the Icarus, and 
the Mascoutin, Travis and Nautatuck, 
the last three from Norfolk. 

Drew’s ketch was a new boat, com- 
pleted in October. It was designed 
and built to withstand severe storms. 
It has an 11-foot beam, and auxiliary 
motors. 

Drew left Boothbay, Me., early last 
week and after a leisurely voyaye 
down the coast stopped at Essex, 
Conn., for a visit with Mrs. Walter 
Wakefield. mother of Mrs. Drew.

GROUP GOES 10 ISLES 
T0 UNCOVER MYSTERY 


(Copyright, 1934. by United Press.) 

ABOARD THE S. S. SAN CRIS- 
TOBAL. EN ROUTE TO GALAPA- 
GOS ISLANDS. Nov. 25.—(UP)— 
The yacht San Cristobal sailed today 
from Guayaquil, Ecuador, for the Gal- 
apagos islands under orders from the 
government of Ecuador to discover the 
truth about the mysterious deaths of 
two persons and the disappearance of 
two others. 

The strange mission was inspired 
by world-wide publicity to news of 
the discovery of the two bodies a fort- 
night ago on one of the little known 
islands, which brought to light the 
disappearance of a woman known as 
the “empress of the enchanted isles.” 

The United Press sent this corre- 
spondent aboard the yacht San Cristo- 
bal to report the findings of the Ecua- 
dorean commission. We are the first 
party officially dispatched since the 
tragedy was discovered—and our find- 
ings should go far toward settlement 
of the latest mystery of the southern 
Seas. 

The bodies were found on one of 
the deserted volcanic islands, far from 
normal communication with the out- 
side world. We will go there and 
seek definitely to ascertain who the 
dead men were and how and why they 


ied. 

The problems before us are: 

1. Where did the Baroness Eloisa 
Bosquet de Wagner-Wehrborn, an Aus- 
trian woman, and her German consort, 
Robert Philippson, go, and why? 

2. What connection, if any, did the 
baroness’ disappearance last spring 
from the Galapagos islands have to 
do with the deaths of two men on the 
beach of Bindloe island, north of her 
“imperial court” on Floreana island? 

Prior to the sailing of the San Cris- 
tobal from Guayaquil, the government 
of Ecuador—which owns these islands 
—instructed the Galapagos territorial 
staff by radio to begin a preliminary 
investigation. The captain waS order- 
ed to proceed to Floreana and question 
other members of the colony of self- 
exiled Europeans, some of them nu- 
dists, who are known to have quarreled 
with the baroness. 

The story so far seems to indicate 
that one of the men found dead was 
Alfred Rudolph Lorenz, former con- 
sort of the baroness, and the other a 
Captain Nuggerud, a Norwegian, skip- 
per of the yacht Dinamita (Dyna- 
mite), who is reported to have taken 
Lorenz from Floreana some months

ago, after the disappearance of the 
baroness and Philippson. 

Descriptions obtained so far seem 
to fit Lorenz.

We should reach Chatham island 
first, @®ke on water and provisions, 
and proceed immediately to Floreana 
to inspect the cabon occupied by the 
baroness and interview persons who 
knew her there. The next day, we 
expect to sail for Bindloe island to 
see the bodies found on the reach 
there, near a boat.

COMMODITY MARKET 
WIL UNDERGO PROBE 


Grain Futures Administra- 
tion Gathers Facts on Mart 
Operations. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—()}— 
An investigation of commodity ex- 
change operations which may rival 
the famous stock market probe was 
in the air today. 

Since 1921 a little-known law, ‘the 
grain futures act, has gathered edust 


at the department of agriculture. But 
a group set up under that act, the 
grain futures administration, headed 


by the quiet, smiling Dr. J. W. T. 
Duvel, methodically gathered facts 
and figures on grain market opera- 
tions and also noted the lack of some 
facts and figures. 

Now Secretary Wallace has set the 
ancient market regulatory machinery 
in operation. 

To date he has cited three broker- 
age firms for violation of the act in 
having ‘failed to make reports to the 
administration, making false reports, 
and operating through dummy ac- 
counts to mask their true operations. 
One firm, headed by Adrian Ettinger 
and Ewing W. Brand, of Cleveland, 
has been barred from trading on Unit- 
ed States markets for six months as 
a result of the grain futures commis- 
sion’s findings. Cases are pending 
against Thomas M. Howell and Ar- 
thur W. Cutten, two of the largest 
operators on the Chicago Board of 
Trade. 

Administration officials said, how- 
ever, that these cases were only the 
opening salvo in a concerted drive 
against illegal market speculations in 
the grain pits of the country. They 
declared that hundreds of additional 
cases were in the administration’s 
files awaiting an opportunity for ac- 
tion.

Sir James Dewar, a British scien- 
tist who was born in Scotland, is giv- 
en credit for bringing forth the first 
bottle or flask along the lines of a 
thermos bottle. He was working with 
gases which had been turned into liq- 
uids; and wanted to keep them cold. 
In 1892, the idea came to him that if 
he could make a container with 
double walls, and with the air pump- 
ed out from between the walls, he 
would be able to keep the liquids cold 
enough. 

The idea worked, and the “Dewar 
flask” came into wide use among 
scientists. Later a casing for the 
yacuum flask was devised, amd it be- 
come the well known thermos bottle. 


The thing which keeps liquid cold 
in a thermos bottle is the glass con- 
tainer, stopped by a cork. The con-- 
tainer has double walls, and before it 
is sealed the air is taken out. The 
“vacuum” which results acts as a 
shield to keep heat from going out or 
coming in. “Thermos” means “heat” 
so we might call this a “heat bottle.” 
The same idea is used for thermos 
jugs. 

Cork is not so good for holding 
heat as a vacuum, but the cork in a 
thermos bottle is of good size and does 
very well. The glass bottle is silvered 
as another means of making heat 
waves “bounce back.” 

Unless we look inside, we do not 
see the gouble-walled glass bottle. The 
outer container is of metal or other 
hard substance, and is meant to guard 
the bottle from being broken. Even 
with that help, we may break the 
bottle; and then our “thermos” will 
not work. If that happens in your 
household, you might find it interest- 
ing to study the double walls of the 
bottle. 

Thermos bottles made entirely of 
metal are used nowadays. They work 
rather well, even though metal is not 
so good as glass in holding back heat 
waves. The vacuum idea is used for 
the metal, as well as for the glass 
bottles. 

Another use for the vacuum is in 
electric light bulbs. Air is pumped out 
of them when they are sealed. If the 
air were left in a bulb, the electric 
current would burn out the wires very 
quickly.

About as smart an idea as I know

CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—(”)—The bat- 
tle is ended, but the memory of those 
bruising Minnesota football | players 
will linger on for a long while.
